Good  Roads— Good  Sidewalks. 

To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen  : 

As  you  have  noticed  in  articles  sent  you 
from  time  to  time  on  the  road  and  side¬ 
walk  question,  I  am  making  a  study  of 
diffeieut  ways  of  making  same. 

In  the  article  I  enclose,  I  do  not  agree 
entirely  with  t  e  writer  but  as  It  has  many 
good  suggestions  in  it  1  send  it.  having 
but  one  object  in  all  my  articles  on  this 
subject,  “the  giving  to  us  the  best  roads 
and  sidewalks  okany  town  within  the  same 
distance  of  New  York  City.” 

Many  of  our  townspeople  who  go  to  the 
city  have  noticed  no  doubt  the  pavement 
being  laid  on  Chambers  St,  N.  Y.,  directly 
in  front  of  the  public  buildings  by  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Pavement  Co.  of  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  Of  thin  I  hope  soon  to  give  the 
readers  of  The  Citizen  some  description 
that  I  trust  will  be  of  Interest.  The  arti¬ 
cle  I  refer  to  is  as  follows : 

HEALTHFUL  AND  CLEAN  SIDEWALKS. 

“I  am  glad  t  uotethe  interest  taken  by 
the  authorities  in  the  paving  of  our  city 
streets.”  said  a  professor  of  one  of  the 
New  York  medical  colleges  in  a  recent 
lect>  re  to  his  class.  “More  importance 
attaches  to  the  qaestion  of  a  .  roper 
street  paving  than  i-»  generally  supposed. 
It  means  more  and  involves  more  than 
can  well  be  imagined.  The  comfort  of 
those  persons  who  drive  over  the  pave¬ 
ments  la  not  the  only  consideration.  Iu 
fact  itfs  the  least  important  of  all  The 
saving  of  general  health  should  be  the 
first  thing  to  consider  in  connection  with 
this  matter.  How  great  a  factor  In  the 
breeding  ipid  then  in  the  carrying  of  dis¬ 
ease  germs  and  of  a  thousand  dangerous 
fungi  the  accumulated  decaying  dust  and 
filth  of  a  city  s  street  may  be  has  never 
been  definitely  or  accurately  determined, 
but  it  has  been  proveuXhat  streets  that 
are  badly  paved  cannot  be  properly  clean¬ 
ed,  and  that  Imperfectly  cleansed  streets 
disseminate  disease  and  death.  1  he  Bel¬ 
gian  blocks  at  e  not  the  best  types  of  pav¬ 
ing,  any  more  than  the  asphalt  roadway 
Is.  The  spaces  between  the  stones  in  a 
Belgian  pavement  become  receptacles  for 
decaying  matter  and  fill  up  with  the  pu¬ 
trid  mass  more  and  more  each  day  and  in 
time  become  a  centre  of  reeking  pesti¬ 
lence.  When  the  rain  falls,  'heavy,  nox¬ 
ious  vapors  are  given  off  <hat  are  detri¬ 
mental  to  health.  If  the  sun  shines  on  it, 
strong,  penetrating  odors  that  the  oxygen 
in  the  atmosphere  cannot  always  counter¬ 
act  go  up  and  the  work  of  disease  and 
death  go  on.  The  asphalt,  if  cleaned  and 
diligently  tended,  fills  many  of  the  require¬ 
ments  of  a  perfect  pavement,  but  in  wet 
weather  it  beconTes  a  dangerous  trap, 
where  the  descent  of  man  and  beast  be¬ 
comes  most  easy  and  likely.  From  a  san¬ 
itary  standpoint  I  would  say  a  pavement 
made  of  wedge-shaped  fire-bricks  set  in 
an  arch  on  a  foundation  of  sand  and  grav 
el,  with  a  pitch  and  sand  top-coath  g,  Is 
the  best.  Such  a  pavement  has  been  tried 
in  Wheeling,  and  is  sai.l  to  be  firm,  water¬ 
tight,  clean  and  smooth.  It  is  also  said 
to  have  power  to  resist  pressure,  and  is 
noiseless,  durable  and  cheap.  Its  cost,  I 
understand,  is  only  eighty-three  cents  a 
square  yard.”
